In ſucceeding times, great additions were 
made to the buildings within the Caſtle by 
ſeveral] Monarchs, in particular by K. Henry 


TI. K. Edward IV. K. Henry VII. K. Henry 


VIII. Q. Elizabeth, and laſtly by K. 


Charles II. who ſoon after the Reſtoration, re- 
paired the Caſtle intirely, and from the 
bad effects of plunder and rapine in the pre- 
ceeding times cf national diſorder, reſtored 


its antient ſtate and ſplendor. 


It is certain WinpsoR owes much to this 
Prince, who moſt part of his reign here 
kept his Court during the Summer Seaſon, 
and ſpared no expence to render this prince- 
ly Caſtle worthy the royal reſidence; the 
face of the upper Court was intirely neW 
changed, and brought into its preſent order 
and beauty, the Royal lodgings were 1 * 23 
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1 
ly furniſhed, the windows enlarged and 
made regular; a large magazine of Arms 
for greater ſtate was erected, and diſpoſed in 
molt beautiful order, and the ſeveral apart- 
ments were greatly adorned and decorated 
by large and beautiful Paintings; inſomuch 
that this Caſtle, for its ſituation, ſtate, and 
grandeur, may juſtly vie with the moſt boaſt- 


ed Palaces of foreign Princes, and has con- 


ſtantly been the admiration of all Viſitors. 


This Caſtle is divided into two Courts or 
Wards, with a large Keep or Round Tower 
between them, called the middle Ward, being 
heretofore ſeperated from the lower Ward, 
by a ſtrong wall and drawbridge: The 
whole is of large extent as is obſerved above, 
containing more than twelve acres of land, 
and has many Towers and Batteries for its 
defence; though at preſent the ſtrength of 
this Caſtle is conſiderably abated, by the cur- 
rency of many years, and from the excel- 
lency of our national Conſtitution, whereby 
fortreſſes and ſtrong holds are not thought 
neceſſary in this kingdom, and a happy 
union between the Prince and Subject is the 
great ſecurity of both. |

but the tower of this laſt officer is at preſent 
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in decay. A company of Foot- guards con- 


ſtantly do duty here under the command of 
an officer, but at all times ſubje& to the 


Conſtable or Governor of the caſtle; to whom 


alone pertains the ſole command of the place, 
or any garriſon here, as alſo of the maga- 
zine of arms, ſtores, and houſes. 


The preſent Governor of this caſtle, is

This Royal Caſtle and Palace is ſurrounded

Ward by King Charles II in the year 1676. 


This King alſo new faced the whole Terraſs

% WinpsoR, a Royal Caſtle. ſuppoſed to 
have been begun by K. Arthur, its build- 
ings much encreaſed by Edward III. The 
ſituation is entirely worthy of being a royal 
reſidence, a more beautiful being ſcarce to 
be found : For from the brow of a gentle 
riſing it enjoys the proſpect of an even and 


green country; its front commands a val- 


ley extending every way, and chequered 
with arable lands and paſturage, cloathed up 
and down with groves, and wattered by that 

gentleſt of rivers the Thames ; behind, riſe 


ſeveral hills, but neither ſteep nor very high, 
_ crowned with woods; and ſeeming deſigned 
by nature herſelf for the purpoſe of hunting. 


The kings of England, invited by the de- 


liciouſneſs of the place, very often retire 
hither ; and here was born the conqueror of 
France the glorious K. Edward III. who 
built the Caſtle new from the ground, and 
thoroughly fortified it with trenches, and 
towers of ſquare ſtone, and having ſoon after 
ſubdued in battle Fohn K. of France, and 
David K. of Scotland, he detained them 
both priſoners here at the ſame time. This 
Caſtle beſides being the royal palace, and 
having ſome magnificient tombs of the 
C kings 
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kings of England, is famous for the cere- 
monies belonging to the Knights of the 


Garter ; this Order was inſtituted by Edward 


III. the ſame who triumphed ſo illuſtriouſly 
over K. John of France The Knights of 
the Garter are ſtrictly choicn for their milita- 
ry. virtues, and antiquity of family : They 


are bound by ſolemn oath and vow to mu- 
_ tual and perpetual friendſhip among them- 
ſelves, and to the not avoiding any danger 
- whatever, or even death itſelf, to ſupport 
by their joint endeavours the honour of the 


ſociety : They are ſtiled, Companions of 
the Garter, from their wearing below the 
knee a purple Garter, inſcribed in letters of 
Gold, with Hon soiT QU1 MAL Y PENSE, 


4. e. Evil to him that Evil thinks : This they 
wear upon the left leg, in memory of one 


which happening to untie, was let fall by a 
great Jady, paſſionately beloved by Edward, 
while ſhe was dancing *, and was immedi- 
ately ſnatched up by the king ; who, to do 
honour to the lady, not out of any trifling 


galantry, but with a moſt ſerious and ho- 


nourable purpoſe, dedicated it to the legs of 


the moſt diſtinguiſhed nobility. The cere-

year at Windſor on St. George's day, the 


tutular Saint of the Order, the king preſtd- : 


ing; and the cuſtom is, that the knights 
companions ſhould hang up their helmet 


and ſhield with their arms blazoned on it, 


in ſome conſpicuous part of the church. 


There are three principal and very large 
courts in Vindſor Caſtle, which give great 
pleaſure to the beholders : The firſt 1s en- 
cloſed with moſt elegant buildings of white 
ſtone, flat roofed, and covered With lead; 
here the Poor Knights of the Garter are 


lodged; in the middle is a detached houſe, 


which the Governor inhabits. In this 
is the public kitchen, well furniſhed 
with proper utenſils, befſides a ſpa- 
cious Dining-Room, where all theſe 
knights eat at the ſame table; for into this 
ſociety ot the Garter the king and ſo- 
vereign elects, at his own choice; certain 
perſons who muſt be gentlemen of three 
deſcents, and ſuch as for their age and the 


ſtraitneſs of their fortunes. are fitter for ſay- 


ing their prayers, than for the ſervice ot 
war; to each of them is aſſigned a penſion: 
of eighteen pounds per annum and cloaths; 


the chief inſtitution of ſo magnificent a foun- 
dation is, that they ſhould ſay their daily 


prayers to God be the king's ſafety, and 
C2 __ the 
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the happy adminiſtration of the kingdom, 


to which purpoſe they attend the ſervice, 


meeting twice every day at Chapel. The 


left ſide of this Court is ornamented by a 


moſt magnificent Chapel of one hundred 
and thirty-four paces in length, and ſixteen 
in breadth; in this are eighteen ſeats fitted 
up in the time of Edward III. for an equal 
number of knights: This venerable build- 
ing is decorated with the noble monuments 
of Edward IV. Henry VI. and VIII. and of 
his wife queen Jane. It receives from 
royal liberality the annual income of two 
thouſand pounds, and that ſtill much en- 
creaſed by the munificence of Edward III. 
and Henry VII. The greateſt princes in 
Chriſtendom have taken it for the higheſt hon- 
our to be admitted into the Order of the 


Garter ; and ſince its firſt inſtitution, about 
twenty kings, beſides thoſe of England, who 


are the ſovereigns of it, not to mention 
dukes and perſons of the greateſt figure, 


have been of it. It conſiſts of twenty-ſix

The ſecond Court of Vindſor Caſtle ſtands: 
upon higher ground, and is encloſed with. 
walls of great ſtrength, and beautified with:

tient Caſtle, _ of which old annals ſpeak in 
this manner; K. Edward, A.. D. 1359, 


began a new building in that part of the 
_ Caſtle of Windſor where he was born, for 


which reaſon he took care it ſhould. be de- 
corated with larger and finer edifices. than: 
the reſt; in this part were kept priſoners

poſe this Palace and Caſtle, are moſt ſpaci-

T his Chapter Houſe is not open to ſtran- 
gers, being the room appointed for the bu- 


ſineſs of the College, and the repoſitory of 
the ſeveral Writings and other particulars of 


this royal Foundation. 8

Laſtly, though worthy of principal note, 


is the Choir, the moſt venerable, and ſo- 


lemn part of this Chapel, ſet apart for the 


more immediate ſervice of God, and the 


repoſitory of honour of this moſt noble Or- 
der of Knighthood ; This Choir was built by 
K. Edward III. and ſhews the grandeur and 
noble ſpirit of that pious and magnanimous 
prince, and no leſs the genius and induſtry 
of the artiſts of thoſe days, by the many 
curious carvings, -and various kinds of Ima- 
gery, and other ornaments, which are to 
be found in every part of this ancient Choir. 


This Choir was built by K. Edward II l. great- 
ly improved by ſucceeding Princes, but 


not perfectly compleated till the reign 
of Henry VII. ſee Page Gag ivr . A 
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On each ſide of the Choir are the Stalls 
of the Sovereign and Knights The Stalls of 
Companions of the moſt e Knights of 
noble Order of the Garter, with d Garter. 
the helmet, mantling, creſt and ſword of 
each Knight, ſet up over his Stall, on a Ca- 
nopy of ancient carving curiouſly wrought, 
and over the Canopy 1s affixed the Banner 
or Arms of each Knight, properly blazoned 
on ſilk : and farther, on the back of the 


Stalls are the Stiles, or Titles at large, of the 


Knights, with their Arms alfo, neatly en- 
E and blazoned on copper. Theſe firſt 
nſigns of Honour are removed according 
to the ſucceſſion of the Kmght in the Order; 
and after his deceaſe, and at the knftallation 
of his Succeſſor (if not performed before 
by order of the Sovereign) the banner, hel- 


met, ſword Sc. of the deceaſed Knight, are 


ſolemnly, and with great ceremony, offered 
up at the Altar, but the Plate of his Titles 
remains 1n the Stall as a perpetual Memorial 
of Honour to the deceaſed Knight. 


The Sovereign's Stall is on the right-hand 
on the entrance into the Chor, and is covered 
with purple velvet and cloth of Gold, and 
has a Canopy, and compleat furniture —

the ſame. The Sovereign's Banner is velvet, 
larger than the other Knights-Companions, and 
his Mantling is of Gold Brocade: The 
Prince's Stall is on the left-hand, and has no 
diſtinction from the reſt of the Knights-Com- 
panions, the whole Society, according to the 
Statutes of the Inſtitution, being Companions 
and. Collegues, equal in Honour and Power. 
The Altar- Piece of this Choir is a beautiful 
Painting being a repreſentation of the Laſt 
Supper: This Altar was heretofore adorned 
with gold and purple damaſk, the gift of 
K. Charles II. ſoon after the Reſtoration, 
which was appropriated to the: uſe of the 
Altar till the year 707, when on moving 
the waitifoot of Ur/wick's chapel, was found 
the preſent painting of the Laſt Supper: This 

had — been ſecreted in the time of 
religious plunder; and being highly ap- 
proved of by Sir James Thornhill, Verrio, 
and other eminent Maſters, was now repair- 
ed, and the whole Altar diſpoſed in the 
preſent decent order, and becoming neat- 
es: | 


The Banners of the Knights of the Garter, ac- 
cording to the preſent Arrangement of the 
Stalls in the Choir, are inſerted in the laſt 


But 
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But to return; the Altar of this Choir 
formerly was rich both in coſtly furniture 
and veſſels of Gold, from the benevolence 
of the Sovereign and Knights-Companions, and 
other pious benefactors. But to wave the 
mention of earlier Times, in the year 1642, 
the ornaments and veſſels belonging to this 
Chapel, and appropiated to the uſe of the 
Altar, amounting to 35 80 unces of wrought 
plate of the moſt curious workmanſhip, 
were ſeized under colour of parliamentary 
authority by Captain Fegg, to whom was 
commited, in thoſe times of Godly refor- 
mation, the plunder of this royal foundati- 
on. 885 


This ſacrilege was in ſome meaſure made 
up to the College on the Reſtoration, by the 


bounty and good pleaſure of the then 
| Sovereign and Knights-Companions, who con- 


tributed chearfully to ſupply the Altar with 
all things neceſſary to its decent ſervice and 


ornament : the royal example was alſo fol- 


lowed by other well-diſpoſed perſons ; and 
the Altar- plate, curiouſly wrought and 
gilt, was dedicated to the honour of God, 
and the ſervice of the Sovereign, and Kniphts- 
Companions of the moſt noble Order of the 
Carter. .

Near the Altar is the Queen's Cloſet, for 
Hie, Cat. the accommodation of the La- 
toy: dies at an Inftallation.

Laſtly, adjoining to the eaft end of this. 
This Chapel, is a fair edifice of like 
Hu building, erected by K. Henry VII. 
EL for a burial place for himſelf and 
his ſucceſſors, Kings of England; but this 
prince afterwards alter ing his purpoſe, be- 
an the more noble edifice at A ęſtminſter, 
and this fabrick remained neglected till Car- 
dinal Woolſey obtained a grant of it from his 
royal Maſter Henry VIII. and with a pro- 
fuſion of expence unknown to former ages, 
deſigned and began here a moſt ſumptuous 
monument for himſelf, from whence this 
building obtained the name of Woolſey's 
Tomb Houſe ; but by the inattention of Hif- 
torians, a miſtaken opinion prevailed, that 
the whole building was at gr erected by 
that Cardinal. This monument was fo glo- 
rious (as Lord Bacon obſerves in his life of 


K. Henry VIII.) that it far exceeded that of 


King Henry VII. # Weſtminſter Abbey ; and 
at the time of the Cardinal's diſgrace, and 
the loſs of his royal Maſter's. favour, the 
deſign had been ſo far executed that 4250

ducats had been paid to the Statuary, 380 
pounds ſterling to the Gilder, for what had 
been in part done: but ſo illuſive are human 
purpoſes, that the Cardinal dying ſoon after 
his retirement from court, was privately bu- 
ried in the Cathedral Church at Tork, and 
the monument remained unfiniſhed, and at 


laſt, viz. Anno 1646, became the plunder of 


rebels; and the ſtatutes and figures of gilt 
copper of exquiſite workmanſhip, made for 
the ornament of the tomb, ſold to carry on 
the moſt unnatural rebellion, 


King James II. converted this building 
into a Chapel for the ſervice of popery, 
and maſs was publickly performed here. 
Verrio the famous Painter, who had been 
many years employed in painting the royal 
Apartments, painted this Chapel alſo. Pity 
it is, that this building which might be an 
ornament, ſhould be ſuffered to run to ruin, 
and ſtand the mark of public reſentment, 


for being once employed in a ſervice diſa- 


greeable to a Proteſtant people; but certain 
it is, ſince that prince's reign, it has been 
entirely neglected, and being no appendage 

to the Collegiate Church, waits the royal 
Favour to retrieve it from the diſgrace of its

INDSOR Caſtle being the Seat of 


Honour of this moſt illuſtrious Order 
of Knighthood, the Ceremonies of the Inſtal- 
lation of each Knight is performed in St. 
GeoRrer's Chapel with great ſtate and ſo- 
lemnity; and it is the peculiar priviledge 
of this royal Chapel, that the Inſtallation, 
by the the heroick and warlike Founder, 1s 


_ expreſly appointed to be ſolemnized and 


held therein, either by the Knights themſel- 


ves in perſon, or on allowance from the So- 


vereign, by their proxy. 


In former times, the new or Knights Ela 


went in a ſolemn and ftately proceſſion to 
Windſor, attended by their friends and ſer- 
vants in the richeſt liveries with exceeding 
great pomp and cavalcade: alfo the pro- 
ceſſion of the Knights from their lodgings in 
in the Caſtle to the Chapel of St. GrorGE,

adjoining, and the Knights are introduced 
and 
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and dine in the habits of the Order with great 
| ſtate, the Officers of the Orger, and a band 
of Muſick attending; Garter King at Arms 
before dinner 1s ended, proclaims the ſtyle 
and dignity of each Knight, after which 
the company retire, and the evening is 
cloſed wich a Ball for the ladies 1 in the royal 
Lodgings. 


This proceſſion of the Knights if the Gar- 
ter, and the whole Ceremony 2 Inſtallation, 
is moſt noble and ſtately. The habit of a 
| Knight of the Garter in richneſs and majeſty, 
ſurpaſſes the dreſs of all other Orders of 
Knighthood, and 1s ſuitable to the high dig- 
nity "of this illuſtrious Society, which ſtands 
foremoſt in honour and renown amongſt the 

princes of Europe.

It may be proper to obſerve here, that the 
Order of the Garter was inſtituted by the moſt 
heroic and warlike prince Edward III. King 
of England and France, Anno Domini, 1349. 
in the 23d year of his reign, for the improve- 


ment of military honour, "ard the reward of 


virtue: Wt is alſo called the Order of St. 
GEORGE, the renowned patron of England, 
under whoſe banner the Engliſb Army always 
marched to the field of Battle; and the 
Croſs of St. George was apointed the enſign 
of this moſt noble Order: at the ſame time 
the Sovereign appointed the Garter to be the 
principal mark of diſtinction of the Order, 
and to be worn by the Knights on the left 


leg; not from any regard to a /ady's garter, 
as has idly prevailed among the vulgar, and. 


improved by the fancy of poets and painters,

CHAP. V. 


Of the Town of Wixpson, and the Country 


adjacent, 


N a work of this nature, although in- 


tended principally for the information 


and uſe of ſtrangers who viſit the royal Caſ- 
tle, it may be thought neceſſary to make 
mention of Windſor, a ſpacious and well in- 
habited town and antient Borough; but the 
rincipal boaſt is its royal Caſtle, for ſeven 
| 3 years paſt, the moſt uſual reſidence 
of the kings of England, and the ſeat of ho- 
nour of the moſt illuſtrious Order of knight- 
hood in Europe. 1 


The ſituation of the town is moſt pleaſant 
on the banks of the river Thames, in the midſt 
of delightful vallies; and many gentlemen 
of fortune and family conſtantly reſide in 
the town and neighbourhood: the duke of 

St. Albans has a large and handſome houſe 
: ON | 
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on the eaft part of the town, with pleaſant 


gardens that extend to the Park, The pariſh 
church is a ſpacious antient building, ſituated 
in the high-(treet of the rown, in which alſo 
is erected the Guild-Hall or Town- Houſe, a 
neat regular edifice built in 1686, ſupported 
by columns and arches of Portland ſtone. 


The Hall is a handſome large room, well 


adapted for the meeting of the Mayor and 
Corporation for the buſineſs of the Borough. 
In this Hall are the portraits of K. Charles 
II. K. William and Q. Mary, Q. Anne, Prince 
George of Denmark; alſo Archbiſhop Laud, 
and Theodore Randue who gave large charities 
to the Corporation, with ſome others of no 


great account: the Balls and public Aſſem- 
blies of the neighbourhood are kept in this 
Hall. + cg | 1 | 


The town of WVindſor has of late been 
greatly improved, the ſtreets better diſpoſed, 
and new paved with heath-ſtone from the 
Foreſt, and a neat broad pavement made for 


foot paſſengers after the manner of London 


and Weſtminſter : the ſtreets are alſo well 


lighted in winter and publick nuiſances re- 


moved, under the direction of Commiſ- 
honers appointed by an Act of Parliament, 
who, by a commendable diligence and at- 
tention, have carried this beneficial undertak- 


ing 
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ing into execution, to publick utility, and the 
fingular commodity and pleaſure of the in- 
habitants. Many gentlemen of the town 
and neighbourhood ſubſcribed liberally to 


promote the undertaking. The Members 


of parliament gave 300l. each; and his Ma- 


jeſty, out of his gracious favour, gave 


1000. towards the greater improvement of 


this royal Borough and Seat of Honour of the 


moſt noble Order of the Garter. 


In the year 1707, the Corporation out of 


a dutifull regard to Q. Aune, (who con- 
ſtantly made Windſor her ſummer reſidence) 
_ erected at the north end of the Town-Houſe, 
the ſtatue of that princeſs veſted in her royal 


robes, with the globe and other enſigns of 


regalia; and underneath, in the freeze of 
the entablature of the leſſer columns and 
arches, is the following inſcription in letters 
of gold.

The Corporation conſiſts of a Mayor and 
thirty Brethren, and the Borough ſends two

This ſhort account is at preſent ſufficient 
for the Borough- town, but the Country ad- 


Jacent affords a much larger field of deſcrip- 


tion, and adds n o the beauty of Wind- 


ſor,

ſor, which owes much to its ſituation in a 
delightful country, and the royal Caſtle. 
Having already taken notice of the Terrace 
and Little Park adjoining to the Caſtle, whoſe 
pleaſant walks add greatly to the health 
and pleaſure of the neighbourhood, I am 
now naturally led to make mention of the 
Ss Great-Park, which lays, on the 
E ar ſouth ſide of the town, and opens 
by a moſt noble road, or Long-HWalk, in a 
direct line, to the top of a delightful hill at 
the diſtance of near three miles. This road, 
through a double plantation of trees on each 
The Dubs, de, leads to the Ranger or Keeper's 
| Lodge, Todge, the reſidence of his Royal 
HFighneſs the late Duke of Cum- 
'BERLAND, Who greatly improved the natural 
beauties of this park, and by large planta- 


tions of trees, extenſive lawns, new roads, 


ſpacious canals, and rivers of water, made 
this Villa the moſt delightful habitation of 
princes. This park is fourteen miles in cir- 
cumference, and is well ſtock'd with deer, 
and variety of other game. The late Duke 
was ſucceeded both in the rangerſhip 
of this Park, as alſo in title by his royal 
Nephew, the preſent Duke of Cumberland. 


The late erected building, or Bellvidere on 


Sbrub's Hill, over a beautiful verdure and 
3 young 
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young plantation of trees, 1s very elegant, 
and affords the moſt delightful rural icene: 
the noble piece of water 1n the valley under- 
neath, was effected at a large expence, and 
from a ſmall ſtream or current of water, 
was made a ſpacious river, capable to carry 
barges and boats of pleaſure, with free- 
dom: his Royal Highnels alſo erected over 
this river, a Bridge of moſt curious. archi- 
tecture, on a noble and bo d plan, being a 
ſingle arch, one hundred and ſixty-five feet 
wide: this Piece of Water was a great or na- 
ment to the Park, and terminates in a 
grotto, and large caſcade or fall of water; 
but has of late ſuffered damage by the 
breaking up of the head bank. 


Neither was the atteation of his Highneſs 
confined to the Park only, but extended in 
like manner to the adjoining 75, +, 5 


Foreſt, that ſcene of rural diver- 


ſion, and place of reſidence of the royal 
game. Among the improvements here made 
by that noble Prince, the new two miles 
Courſe on Aſcot-Heath cannot be paſſed un- 
noticed : This Race Ground was laid out 
and brought into the moſt beautiful order 
at a large expence, and is one of the firſt 
Courſes in the kingdom. The Foreſt is of 

great extent, and was appropriated to hunt- 


ing | 
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ing, and the habitation of the King's deer, 
by William I. who eſtabliſhed many laws and 
regulations which are at this time obſerved 
for the preſervation of the royal Game, and 
better regulation of the Foreſt.In this exten- 
ſive tract of land are feveral agreeable towns 
and villages, of which Wokingham 1s the 
principal, and almoſt in the center of the 
Foreſt ; and although the land is generally 
barren and uncultivated, it affords great de- 
light and pleaſure in riding, by beautiful 
hills and vales, intermixed with fine lawns 
and herbage for cattle, alſo by the many a- 
greeable habitations of gentlemen, whoſe 


Pleaſant Villas intervene, 
To grace the ſweetly varied ſcene. 


And, if we cohſider the noble exerciſe of 
the Chace which this Foreſt admits of, the 
large verdures and ſhady plantations of oak, 
beech, and other trees, that ſo frequently 
abound in this delightful ſpot, it mult be 
confeſſed that this Park and Foreſt are pecu- 
liarly adapted by nature to rural pleaſure and 
delight ; and that no juſt idea can be formed 
of the many beauties that here, on every 
ſide, offer to our ſight, by the beſt deſ- 
cription in proſe: our great Engliſh poet

This Lodge is moſt 
pleaſantly ſituated, and has an extenſive 
proſpect over a fine Plain and country, which 
commands the moſt beautiful landſcape or 

picture of nature. In a ſpacious chamber in 


the houſe are painted and regularly ranged in 


large pannels, the military dreſſes of the 


different Corps in the Armies of Europe. 


His royal Highneſs the Duke of Glouceſter 
15 the preſent Ranger of the Foreſt, and great 
improvements have been made to this Lodge 
by his Highneſs. Oppoſite to the front of 


1 gn Lodge on the neighbour- 
A ing Plain, in the pariſh of 


Ming field, is a handſome Building erected 


and eker by the late Earl of Ranelag bh, 
ſometime Ranger of this Foreſt, for the edu- 
cation of twenty boys and girls: on this 
pleaſing ſpot or part of the Foreſt are the 
Villas of the late Mr. Buckley, Lady Beauclerk, 
Mr. Mitferd, and other Gentlemen ; and at 
a ſmall diſtance Fern-Hill offers to the _ 
on a pleaſing eminence. 


St. Leonard's-Hill is "ini to the

and beech, which here form the moſt agree- 
able variety or face of nature. On the fum- 
mit of the Hill the Counteſs of Waldgrave 
has lately erected a noble edifice, which 
commands a molt extenſive and delightful 
proſpect over the river Themes, and a i moſt 


beautiful fruitful country: each of theſe - 


Villas merit a particular deſcription, was it 
not to avoid a repitition of the ſame Beau- 
tes which are common to each. And here 


indeed I muſt confeſs myſelf at a loſs for 
words, either through my own incapacity, _ 
or the modeſty of the Engliſh Tongue, by 
proper expreſſion, to give the Stranger but 
an imperfect Idea of theſe rural- ſeats or 


Villas which in our Language are diſtin- 


guiſhed only by the ſimple name of Houſes, 


however greatly they ſurpaſs, in elegance 
and beauty, many in foreign Parts that 


aſſume the more boaſted name of Chateaux; 
which indeed is by Foreigners beſtowed on 


almoſt every Dwelling that makes ſomewhat 
more than an mm. PT: But to 


Sunning- Hill at a ſmall diſtance, is a moſt 
delightful part of the Foreſt. 9%. . 
The Situation is pleaſant, and N 
many Gentlemen of Fortune have here pleaſ- 
ing Villas or Lodgings for the Summer: ſea- 


= fon 
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ſon to drink the Mineral Waters, which in 
many caſes are deemed beneficial to health. 
The Wells are deſigned with ſome taſte, and 
are neatly laid out: The Afembly- Houſe is 
handiome and ſpacious, with pleaſant Gar- 
dens. Publick Breakfaſting are here every 
Monday Morning, and frequent Aſſemblies 
of Gentlemen and Ladies are held for the 
benefit of agreeable converſation, and to 
partake of the pleaſing amuſements of the 
country. 


The Houſe and Park of the late Mr. 
Baber is in the road from Mindſor to Sunning- 
Hill: many other Gentlemen's Villas are 
diſperſed in different parts of this delightful 
Foreſt, which to mention, would far exceed 
the compaſs of this Volume, deſigned rather 
to point out, than particularly deſcribe the 
many beauties that occur on every ſide, and 
5 the ſame time afford health and plea- 
ure. 


Swinley-Lodge, however, requires to be 
particular mentioned, being at no 
great diſtance from Sunning- Hill, 
it belongs to the Maſter of the Buck- 
Hounds; an office of honour and profit : 
here is always a number of Deer kept for the 
royal Chaſe under his care and direction :

more than the honour of its Antiquity,

The Hon. Mr. arne Lord n 
Lady Primroſe, and Colonel Montague, have 
here their refidence in the Summer-ſeaſon : 
The Houſes of the three firſt are moſt agree- 
ably ſituated on the banks of the River 
Thames, and have large walks and gardens. 
The Seat of Col. Montague, called Beaumout 
Lodge, is on the hill, and commands a 


moſt extenſive and delighttull proſpect of the 


River and Country ; the Gardens are large 


and extend to ſngfield-Green, that lays be- 


hind. Mr. Bateman's Houſe is a Cabinet, 
or uncommon collection, of Curiofities, 


chiefly antiques ; by ſome approved, by o- 


thers held too minute and inconfiderable, 
The Chapel, and antient tomb of a Biſhop 
of Bangor with all the apparatus of a Po- 
piſh Altar, the ſeveral Orders of Monks 
and Fryars on the outſide of the Dining- 
room, and many other, particulars in the 
houſe and out- parts, have the appearance 
of a tendency to the ſuperſtitious Fenents of 
Popery, was not the contrary evident by a 
regular profeſſion of true Religion; and 
every Gentleman, without. cenſure, has 3 


right to indulge his on peculiar taſte in

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whatever may be agreeable to his inclination, 


or add to His pleaſure : Upon the whole, 
this Houſe and Gardens are a moſt agreeable 


Villa ; and the Plantations, or, Yew Tree's 


ſhade, round the Church, by this Gentle 
man alſo, add to the pleaſing ſcene, and, 
together, form the moſt inchanting rural 
Spot. 


Datchet, alſo a pleaſant Village: lies higher 
up the River, and has the conveniency of a 
Bridge built by Queen Inne, with an en- 
trance into Windſor little Park. T he courſe 
of the River, and the Road round the Park 
Wall is moſt agreeable, eſpeclally on Sum- 
mer Eyenings. This village has of late been 
much improved, and 1s inhabited by many 
Gentlemen of Fortune, on account of its 
pleaſant fituation and vicinity to Windſor ; 
and in this Pariſh is Ditton Park, the Seat 
of Lord Beaulieu, which will be mentioned 
hereafter. 


In this circle of Villages, and imme- 
1 diately under the C aſtle, is Eton, 
Kuben, which, tho' in a different Coun- 
ty, may be ſaid to be one and the ſame 
Town with Windſor, by the ready commu— 
nication of a Bridge over the River. Eton 


is pleaſantly fituated on the banks of the 
Thames, in a delightful Valley, and remark-

able healthy Soil. Eton has been long famous 
for its royal College and School, founded 


by K. Henry VI. in the year 1440, for the 


education of ſeventy Youths in claſſical 


Learning; from this Foundation they are 
ſent to King's College in Cambridge, where 


they are amply provided for, and at the 
expiration of three years, claim the Fellow- 


ſhip of that College. Eton School has con-

at a great expence by that Gentleman in 
Rome, 18 a ſingular ornament to this Library, 
and was preſented to the College by Lord 
Chief Juſtice Reeve and Dr. Mead, his Exe- 
cutors.

Garter then preſents the hood to the Com- 
miſſioners, who put it over the Knighr's right 


ſhoulder, bringing the tippits athwart his 


breaſt, and tucking them under the belt.. 


Then Garter preſents to them the great 
Collar and George, which they faſten- over 
the mantle and hood upon the Knight's 
ſhoulders, whilſt the Regi/zer reads the ad- 


monition. 


Wear this Collar about thy Neck, adorned with 


the image of the bleſſed Martyr and Soldier 
„/ Chriſt, St. GrOROGE; by whoſe imitation 
provoked, thou mayeſt fo paſs over both pro- 
ſperous and adverſe encounters, that having 
ftoutly vanquiſhed thy enemies both of body 
and Soul, thou mayeſt not only receive the 


praiſe of this tranſient combat, but be crown'd 


with the palm of eternal victory. 


Garter then preſents the ſtatute· book, 
which the Cammiſſioners deliver to the Knight, 
and the Commiſſioners then place the cap and 


feathers on his head, and ſeat him in his

The Knight being thus inſtalled, riſes up,

The Commiſſioners being come down into

After rhe death of her brother 
Charles IV. without iſſue, King Edward 
laid claim to the Crown of France as next 
heir male, and the glorious conqueſts in 
aſſertion of his right to that Kingdom, by 
the battles of luce, Crefſy, and Poitiers, fill 
the Annals of Europe: His many victories 
alſo over the Scots, and other his enemies, 
are ſo many monuments of his glory. |

Edward Prince of Wales and Duke of 
Cornwall, uſually named the Black Prince, 
was the worthy ſon of his royal Father.

ſixteen years of age, this Prince entered upon 
the ſtage of war, and being knighted by his 
royal Father, led the van of the King's 


Army at the battle of Creſſy, Ann. 1346. and 
it is worthy of notice, that being hard preſ- 


ſed by the enemy, and word ſent to the 
King, that the Prince ſtood in need of his 


aſſiſtance ; after enquiry if he was either dead 
or wounded, his heroic Father bid the meſ- 


ſenger return, and tell them to ſend to him no 
more, ſo long as his Son lived: for, ſays he, 
He fhall this day win his Spurs, and JI defign 
him the honour of this Expedition. At the bat- 


tle of Poictiers alſo, Sep. 19. Ann. 1359, 


Prince Edward gained a ſecond compleat 


victory over the Frerth Army, and took 
Jobn King of France and his ſon Philip pri- 


ſoners, whom he brought into Ergland to his 
royal Father: By him alſo was Peter King 


of Caſtile reſtored to his throne ; and by a 
conſtant purſuit of great and heroick deeds, 
this Prince became the flower of chivalry, 
and delight of the Engliſb nation. He died, 
to the great grief of his royal Father and the 

whole nation, June 8, Ann. 1371, in the 
forty-ſixth year of his age; and was buried 
in the Cathedral Church of Canterbury with
